HANDS OF PEOPLE 
LEADER DECLARES 


W. S. U’Ren, Father of Presiden- 
tial Primary Plan, in St. Louis, 
Explains Reforms. 








COURT RED TAPE VANISHES 





Visitor Picks La FoJlette and Wil- 
son as Next Presidential 
Nominees. 





Senator Robert M. la Follette of Wis- 
consin will defeat President Taft over- 
whelmingly in the Oregon presidential 
primary, April 19, 1912, in the opinion of 
W. S. U’Ren, secretary of the People’s 
Power Beague of Oregon. U’Ren is in 
St. Louis with Joseph Fels, the mil- 
“onaire single tax advocate. 


Woodrow Wilson, U’Ren thinks, will 


be practically the unanimous choice of 
the Democrats. ts 

U’Ren is the father of the Oregon 
presidential primary law, and of many 
of the other progressive laws that have 
been written into the Oregon statutes 


in the last/few years. In an interview 
with a Post-Dispatch reporter at the 
Jefferson Hotel, U’Ren declared that the 
people are now in complete control of 
the Oregon government, and that» po- 
litical machines are a thing of the past. 


Law’s Delay Checked. 

“Last year, by means of the initiative 
and referendum, we adopted a constitu- 
tional provision to knock out the red 
tape in our courts,”” said U’Ren. 

“Under that provision courts are aot 
permitted to reverse the judgments of 
trial courts on tecnnicalities. If the 
court finds that the judgment was prup- 
er it affirms it, regardless of technical- 
ities. 

“Tf it finds from the record that the 
judgment of the trial court was aot 
proper it does not reverse the case and 
remand it for retrial, but enters the 
proper judgment and ends the litiga- 
tion. 

‘*‘The result of this provision has veen 
greatly to decrease the number of ap- 
Lawyers fight out their cases on 
their merits in the lower courts, know- 
ing that there is no chance to get them 
reversed by the Supreme Court on tech- 
nicalities. In a short time the Supreme 
Court of Oregon will be up with its 
docket. The system is working well. 
The amendment was largely the work 


of Judge Thomas H. McBride of dur 


Supreme Court, formerly’ a mapmner of 
outMea gue. 


. More Plans for People, 

“The people of Oregon are-better sat- 
isfied than ever before with what they 
are getting in the way of government. 
But we are not satisfied yet. We have 
the recall for every officer from cont 
stable to Governor, but it has never 
been necessary to use it, except in one 
or two municipal cases. We think wel 
are getting better officials under the! 
people’s control than the bosses were 
ever able or willing to give us, and 
there is little necessity for the use of 
the recall. An effort was made to re- 
call a judge last fall on account of the 
instructions he gave in a murder trial, 
but the instigators of the movement 
were not able to get enough signatures 
to their petitions to submit it to a vote 
of the people. 

“Our next move will be to get effi- 
ciency in our State and county offices. 
Our system of government was not 
made for business. It- was made prin- 
cipally for the protection of individual 


‘| rights, which it:does very well. 


“The people control Oregon through 
the initiative and referendum. : There is 
no buying or Selling of legislation. or 
of United States senatorships. There 
are no bidders for legislation when the 
bidders know that the people can veto 
ii. Our United States senators are 
nominated by direct vote of the people 
and the legislature merely ratify the 
choice of the people. 

Bossism Is Rebuked. 

“Last year a coterie of people got 
together ard suggested to the Republi- 
cans that they nominate a certain can- 
didate for Governor. The Republicans 
nominated this caucus candidate in the 
primary. election but in the election 
‘0,000. Republicans voted for the Dem- 
ocratic candidate as a rebuke to this 
form of control. 

“Under the Oregon’ system we have 
educated the voters so that they know 
the merits and demerits of every propo- 


sition or piece of legislation proposed. 


Under the initiative, adopted in 1902, we 
have submitted 64 propositions to the 
people. Of these 32 were adopted. It is 
to the credit of the intelligence of the 
voters of Oregon that not one proposi- 
tion, with a joker in it, was ever 
adopted.”’

Her body 
j] was dragged under the wheel and be- 
fore the car stopped she was uncon- 
scious. McGovern leaped from the ma- 
chine, and helped carry the’ injured 
woman into a nearby building. 

His car, pointed across Broadway in 
a sOutheasterly direction, suddenly 
started at full tilt and with no one to 
guide it, spun. across the street, knock- 
ing down men and women in its path. 
Then it cavorted and turned back again, 
breaking its way through the crowds.

LAKE CAPTAINS RACE 
TO SAVE INSURANCE 


After Chicago River Blockade 
They Get Out Into Lake With 


Two Minutes to Spare. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 1.—Forfeiture of $125,- 
000 insurance, loss of their commissions 
and disgrace loomed up in front of four 
lake captains last night for three hours 
when their boats were held fast for a 
time in the Chicago River. They had 
until midnight to pass out into Lake 
Michigan, beyond the two-mile crib, 
before navigation for the season closed 
and they won by two minutes. 

The Jupiter, a big freighter steaming 
up the south branch of the river, went

Needless Cruelty. 
To the E¢itor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Why don’t the officers of the Humane Society 

take some steps to put a stop to the outrageous 
crvelty to turkeys, geese and other fowls? Tur- 
keys are shipped in crates that are so smal! that 
they cannot stand up, and they are frequently 
left im these crates for several days, until the 
poor creatures become s0 cramped and numb 
with suffering that when taken out they are un- 
able to stand. Also, the express drivers handle 
‘lve poultry just about as they would pig iron. 
They drag a crate full of chickens or ducks to 
the rear of their wagons and tet it fall from 
there to the ground, only taking care that it 
falls on its bottom.. This bruises the. helpless 
creatures in the crate, and I have no doubt fre- 
quently breaks some of their bones. 
The worst cruelty of all, however, is the prac- 
tice of “locking the wings” of a bird to prevent 
its escape. This process consists in twisting 
the wings together over the fowls back in such 
a manner that it ts unable to move. Not only is 
the bird unable to move its wings, but it cannot 
stand on its feet, though the latter are left free, 
and simply lays where it is placed, panting in 
helpless agony. Frequently birds are placed in 
this position and left for hours at a time while 
their owner {s attending to other business. 

The city authorities should take some steps to 
alleviate these conditions, and commission mer- 
chants who receive turkeys and geese in crates 
that are too small to allow the occupants to 
stand up should be required to remove the 
fowls from the crate as soon as received. Some 
shippers probably do not care whether their 
poultry suffer in small crates or not, and others 
probably think that the poultry is removed from 
the crate and fold as soon as it arrives in the 
city. This, however, ts not the case, as poultry 
ts frequently held for several days after arrival

His father was a poor man 
who entered a monastery and left his 
son to fend for himself.

HEN berries are used mix togeth- 
er the fruit, sugar butter and 
flour. 

The amount of flour used depends 
upon the fruit. Very juicy” fruit re- 
quires at least two tablespoons of flour, 
this makes a thickened juice, which is 
less apt to soak the under crust. The 
flovr should always be mixed with the 
Sugar th- oughly to separate the par- 
ticles of flour and prevent lumping. 

If a fruit is used which is lacking 
in acid use a little lemon juice. Taste- 
less dry apples can be used for pies 
if lemon juice and water is added with 
judgment. If the apples are too long 
In Cooking they may be partly cooked 
before they are put in the pie.

“There are seven lines along which 
human activities in the main concern 
themselves. These are the home, the 
school, society, the church, business, 
government and war. 

“Look at these seven and see in how 
many of them woman is predominant, 
doing. the work, enduring the worries, 
taking the responsibilities and bearing 
the burdens: 

“The home—Nobody has any doubt 
about that. Woman controls, develops, 
shapes and guides the destinies « the 
home. 

“The School—The burdens here are 
borne largely by women. Three out of 
every four of our teachers are women. 

*‘Society—Women are the keepers and 
custodians of society. 


Women Bear Church Burdens. 
“The Church—Take the work done in 


the church, take its burdens and wor- 
ries and you will find woman is the 
predominant factor there. Did not the 
Savior take all his humanity. from a 
woman and not one bit of it from a 
man? And in her gratitude for this 
high honor,. she is full of helpfulness in 
his church militant. 

“Then woman is predominant already 
in four-sevenths of the activities of 
the human race. There are left but 
three—business, government and war. 
And of these, business is inviting wom- 
en to undertake many responsibilities. 
Still, the larger. part of business is 
still in the hands of men, porters, man- 
ufacturers, tillers of the land and other 
business pursuits. 


Men Must Go to War 
“As to-.war, you all will 0 if 


there is any fighting to be done, we 
men must do it. That is clear. 

“Then comes politics: The knotty 
problems of politics, the enforcement of 
laws, must be borne by men. Now if 
four-sevenths of the human activities 
are in the hands of women and it is 
proposed to take over another, there 
will be left. but. little. over . three-sev- 
enths for the men: And if we have fe- 
male suffrage and male suffrage, why in 
states like Massachusetts, where there 
are thousands more women than men, 
you have the entire political burden on 
the shoulders of the women, #t isn’t 
fair.”
